“The only candidate 
wrho has p laced himself on record 
against p rohibition is J. A. M. Adair, 
who did so by his v ote in congress,” 
said Shu maker. 
“If no other candidate comes ou t 
for p rohibition will the leagu e su p ­ 
p ort Hanly , the p rogressiv e 
candi­ 
date?” Shu maker was asked. 
“We may be for Ilanley later on,” 
said Sbu rp aker, “Bu t 
not 
necess­

nominees for Gov ernor, and I think 
there will be, Hanley may hav e some 
competition for the p rohibition v ote.” 
Shu maker 
said that lie . believ ed 
sev erafl candidates if elected, wou ld 
sign a state-wide p rohibition bill.

Those who have seen the worst side 
of him have never pictured him bet­ 
ter than a primitive man, 
still 
the 
red-handed bandit he was years ago. 


There is the romantic 
story 
of 
how Villa turned bandit. 
Horn in 
1808 in the little mining town of Las 
Nieves, in the state of Durango, he 
remained there until the death ot 
his father. 
Then, as a protector of 
his mother and sister, he became a 
cowboy in western Chihuahua. From 
their parents, who were 
peons 
of 
northern 
Mexico 
(some 
accounts 
say of a very good fam ily), the chil­ 
dren had inherited Spanish and In­ 
dian blood and traits. 
The story is 
that when 
a 
regiment 
of Porfirio 
D ial’s soldiers onee visited the town 
the eyes of a captain alighted on 
Villa’s sister. 
There was an elopement 
without 
marriage. 
The most 
melodramatic 
accounts say that Villa galloped a f­ 
ter the elopers, caught them and ar­ 
ranged 
their 
marriage. 
Then lie 
told his 
newly-acquired brother-in- 
law to sign his own death certificate, 
dig his own grave and lie beside it. 
Villa shot the bridegroom and rolled 
him into the grave. 
President Diaz, 
hearing of his officer's death, set a 
price on Villa’s head. 
Whatever the 
exact truth, something of this sort 
occurred. 


Villa escaped 
to 
the 
mountain* 
and became a bandit. His real name 
had been Doreteo Orango, hot as a 
bandit he became known as Francis­ 
co and “ Pancho” Villa. He gathered 
together a number of desperate men 
of the northern 
mountain 
country 
and within a few months his name 
was the terror of the region. 


At the outbreak of the Madero re­ 
volt against Diaz in 1910 Villa, un­ 
asked, east his lot with the Mader- 
ists and rendered such valuable aid 
that Madero was forced to recognize 
the peon commander. 
When Madero 
sent Gen. Huerta into the north to 
combat the Orozco 
rebellion 
Villa 
and Huerta came to a clash. 
They 
were much alike, each contemptuous 
of the other. 
Huerta had Villa ar­ 
rested and condemned to death by a 


military court for 
insubordination, 
hut Madero’s debt 
to 
Villa 
saved 
him from this extreme penalty. 
He 
was taken to the City of Mexico as a 
prisoner, readily escaped and push­ 
ed his way north again, seeking re­ 
fuge across the Texas border.

vice in solving such sanitary pro- 
blems as the disposal of excreta, the 
prevention of soil pollution, and the 
maintenance of pure water supplies. 


The surveys made during the, year 


1914 'had shown that in rural com- 
munities less than one per cent of 
the homes had sanitary toilets,; and 
that more than fifty per cent of the 
people were using water from pol- 
luted 
sources.. This condition; ac- 


cording to the Public Health" Ser-- 
vice, made the rural sanitation ques- 
tion loom large among the matters 
vitally affecting the welfare of 
the 


•nation. Following these studies and 
as a result of the interest aroused, 
the typhoid fever rate, an excellent

"We may be for Hanley later on," 


said Shumaker, "But

If- there are other acceptable 
nominees for Governor, and I think 
there will ibe, Hanley may have some 
ompetition for the prohibition vote." 
Shumaker said that lie . believed 


several candidates if elected, would 
sign a state-wide prohibition bill. He 
recalled the situation prior to Han- 
ley's election as Governor,;

ranged 
.their 
marriage. 'Then he 


told his newly-acquired brother-in- 
law to sign his own death certificate 
dig his own grave and lie beside it. 
Villa shot the bridegroom and rolled 
liim into the grave. President Diaz, 
hearing of his officer's death, set a 
price on Villa's head. Whatever the 
exact truth, something of this sort 
occurred. 


Villa escaped to the mountains 


and became a bandit. His real name 
lad been Doreteo Orarigo, but ^as a 
Bandit he became known as Francis- 


and "Pancho" Villa. He gathered 


:ogether a number of desperate men 
of the northern mountain 
country 


and within a few months his name 
was the terror of the region. 


At the outbreak of the Madero re- 


volt against. Diaz in 1910 Villa, nn- 
asked, cast his lot with the Mader-

:he peon commander. When Madero 
sent Gen. Huerta into the north to 
combat the Orozco rebellion Villa 
and Huerta came to a clash. They 
were much alike, each contemptuous

but Madero's debt to Villa saved 
him from this extreme penalty. He 
was taken to the City of Mexico as a 
prisoner, readily escaped and push- 
ed his w'ay north again, seeking re- 
fuge across the Texas border.
